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BY THE RIVER ROUTE 


The following extracts are from a 
letter which appeared in the Toronto 
Mail-Empire of alate date written from 
the Landing by a member of a Klon- 
dike expedition en route to the north : 


The last month and a half has ‘yen 
one cf unusual activity here. Boat 
building has been the chief occupation. 
Each day has added one or more parties 
to the number and the population is 
steadily increasing. Where I am sit- 
ting I can count forty crafts in the 
water ready to receive their Joads. Ten 
of the number are Hudson’s Bay com- 
pany’s freight barges, of ten tons each. 
Their loads will supply the forts down 
the river. The remaining thirty are 
scows, York boats, and iarge canoes, of 
all forms and ‘sizes, but the majority 
are scows with good run fore and aft. 
One wise precaution taken by nearly all 
the miners is that they ioad only five 
tons in an eight or ten ton boat. There 
is abundance of lumber here for all 
boet-buiiding. The Hudson’s Bay Co. 
have a portable mill, 
first class spruce timber. 
two miners came down the Athebasca 
on a raft from Lesser Slave lake. They 
report that several parties whu left Ed- 
monton with cayuses have got through 
as far as the Peace river. 

There are three steamers here, which 
will start as soon as completed. Of 
these the Alaska Trading company is 
buiding the largest. The buat is only 
put together temporarily, te be built 
permanently below the rapids.

that can be got on the rivers. 
its own steamers on the rivers. The 
mails are carried by them, and miners 
will receive their letters and papers 
(though somewhat late owing to the 
great tract of country to be travelled) 
if chey leave word of their intended 
rouie before starting. The most of the 
miners here are headed for the Peel 
river. 
the Liard river and portage around 
Hell’s Gate and over the Devil’s port- 
age. 

At the Grand rapids there is a port- 
age of one-half mile, and again at 
Fort Smith there is a portage of 
some sixteen miles for boats drawing 
more than two feet. If the boat draws 
two feet or less the portage can be 
shortened to about one mile. Most of 
the miners’ boats will not draw more 
than eighteeen inches, so with the aid 
of guides the portaging will not be so 
severe, asthe Hudson Bay Company 
has thrown its tramway open to the 
use of the miners or will transport the 
goods for one and one-half cents per 
pound. From the best authority the 
dangers cf this route are greatly magni- 
fied.

ANOTHER YUKON RAILWAY. 
An Ottawa report to the Winnipeg 
Tribune says the belief is that it may 
be taken for granted that there will be 


another Yukon railway contract, and 
that it will be introduced in the Com- 


mons today The British Col- 
umbia having voted a million six 
hundred thousand cash subsidy, strong 


pressure is being made to have the 
Dominion government supplement this 
in order to insure the construction of 
the road. The cabinet is believed to 
be working on the contract and it is 
said that a subsidy in lands in the 
Yukon will be voted. This subsidy 
will likely be ten or twelve thousand 
acres per mile for 400 miles, making a 
gross land subsidy larger than the old 
e conten The feeling here seems to be 
that the government may give all the 
lands it likes to secure the construction 
of the railway, but there is undoubted- 
ly a sirong sentiment, especiaiiy among 
Ontario aemibers, against giving any 
cash to the read.
